Every faction of the Missouri Democ- 
racy—every element that has figured in 
the councils of the organization in the 
past 2) years—is represented on the.

Spectator Who Stamps Feet at 
Divorce Trial Gets 
Warning. 


Mrs. Ella E. Eby pulled the hair of

He denied that his 
father had intended to. strike his 
mother. 

He said that Mrs. Eby nagged her hus- 
bDand so constantly at night that he 
slept in a vacant room downstairs and 
the witness generally occupied the room 
with him. His mother often came to 
the door of the room and pounded it, he 
said. One night he obtained his father’s 
consent for him to open the door and 
try to quiet his mother. Instead of her 
however, the son testi- 
fied, she came into the room and stood 
at the foot of the bed and scolded for 
a long time.

been killed by a train. An inquest was 
held and the Coroner found that his 
death was due to accident. 

Pate was arrested at Montgomery 
City, both for horse stealing and jail 
breaking. He is known by the name 
of Ben Wilson, Charles Abbott and Sam 
Clark, and is also known to have been 
in the Kentucky Penitentiary for horse 
stealing. After being arrested at 
Montgomery City he made a confession 





to Prosecuting Attorney Rosenberger, in 
which he said that in August or Sep- 
tember of last year he was employed 
at Swift’s packing house here, and had 
trouble with another packing house em- 
ploye, whom he believed to be James 
Taggart. 

They met on the railroad tracks one 
night and Pate says he shot the man 
and killed him. He told the prosecut- 
ing attorney that he then laid the body 
of the murdered man on the tracks and 
that a train mangled it. He waited by 
the tracks, in a dark place, until he saw 
the train run over the body of his vic- 
tim. 

According to the confession made by 
Pate, he was afraid the bullet wotinds 


might be found in the body of the dead 
man, so went across country to De 
Kalb and boarded a train for Omaha. 

The body of the man was founa near 
the tracks, ground to pieces and badly 
mangled, the next morning. It was not 
discovered that Dougherty had been 
shot. 

Pate says he is haunted by the face 
of the man he murdered, and that he 
is induced to make the confession in 
the hope that he may find relief. 

If any corroboration of Pate’s story 
ean be found, he will be tried for mur- 
der.

Mrs. Finegold was only a few feet be- 
hind the negro when she reached the 
street, She ran several steps after the 
negro. Fearing to shoot lest she hit one 
of the men from lodging houses along 
the street whose chairs crowded the 
sidewalk, she fired in the air to summon 
the police. 

“Tt was useless to pursue him,” said 
Mrs. Finegold to a aor re- 
porter Thursday. “He could outrun me, 
and if I fired I might hit someone on the 
street. Besides, I could not leave my 
store unattended. I should have lost 
more thun the negro took. 

“The negro ran past a number of men 
who were sitting on the sidewalk. They 
did not try to stop him, but just sat 
there and laughed at me. The negro 
turned down Elm street and ran toward 
the Levee. 

‘*‘He came into my shop last night and 
asked to see some revolvers. He picked 
a 32-caliber revolver and told me to 
wrap it up. 

“He had a piece of paper In his hand 





which I at first thought was money. I 
asked him for the price, $4.50, and -he 
grabbed the revolver with one hand and 
knocked me down with the other. He 
didn’t hurt me much. 

“He was black. slender and about 5 
feet 5 inches tall. He was about 2 
years old and wore dark trousers, a 
blue shirt and a handkerchief around his 
neck, a small gray hat with a white 
string on it and dark trousers. He was 
a typical river negro. I can identify 
him 


Mrs. Finegold says this is the third 
time negroes have robbed her shop. Six 
years ago last June, she says, three 
negroes beat her and stole seven re- 
volvers, and in December of the same 
years three negroes attempted to rob 
her store. Her son, Joseph, shot and 
killed one of them.

TS-WATER AGAIN 


Company Officials Fail to Ex- 
plain Why Supply Was 
Cut Off, 


Kirkwood's water famine was ended 
early Thursday when the residents of 
that sitburb found enough water in the 
pipes to wash their faces. They had 
been without a water supply since Sun- 
wy morning 

The West St. Louls Water and Light 
Co. which pumps Kirkwood’s water 
supply from the Missouri River, has 
made no explanation of the reason the 
water stopped or why it commenced 
running again. 

City Clerk Gus Ossenfort and Marshal 
Secrest went to Mona Station, where 
the company's pumping plant is situat- 
ed, Wednesday in an endeavor to find 
the cause of the water famine, but the 
officials there, they say, gave them no 
satisfaction. The officials of the water 
company told the Kirkwood representa- 
tives that they were pumping water 
just as usual and didn’t know why 
Kirkwood wasn't getting its share. 

Messrs. Osenfort and Secrest were 
pleased Thursday morning, however, to 
learn that the water wag running again. 

Kirkwood citizens do hot understand 
why their water supply was cut off 
while everything was in running jorder 
at Webetsr Groves, farther away from 
the pun.Ying station. 

The company has a water tower in 
Kirkwood and is supposed to keep wa- 
ter there at all times. Kirkwood cit- 
izens say they found Wednesday that 
the pipe there was entirely dry. 

Kirkwood citizens say the service has 
been poor for sometime, but that Sun- 
day was the first time that the supply 
was cut off altogether.

Then, too, 
in summer time, when other children 
are playing and going to picnics, she 
must remain at home. : 

Annie Kopinski has 
tomed to playing mother. She wastes 
no time lamenting over misfortune. 
Really she is a happy faced child and 
she is glad to know her little sister is 
healthy again, 

The infant was sick near unto death 
four weeks ago. She had been fed the 
poisonous miik. It caused a weakening 
iliness that would have ended fatally, 
had not an enlightened neighbor told 
Mrs. Kopinski of the ‘mission milk.” 
The Pure Milk Commission's - sterilized 
and modified milk was obtained. The 
baby’s transformation to a _ healthy 
state has been rapid.

Register Association for the purpose of 
registration, no recording fee shal] be 
charged by this association. Certificates 
from the aforesaid association to be fur- 
nished that the recording fee has been 
paid, or the name was required to be 
changed, as the case may ; 

Rule 18. If a horse has ever trotted 
in a public race, the last registered 
name under which he or she trotted 
shall be given with the entry; and if the 
name has been changed within one 
vear, tach name he or she has borne 
during that time’ must be given; and if 
any horse without a name has ever 
trotted in a public race, mention must 
be made in the entry of a sufficient 
number of his or her most recent per- 
formances, to enable interested parties 
to identify the animal. 

Rule 30. Fraudulent entries or med- 
dling with horses.—Any/ person found 
guilty of making a fraudulent entry of 
any horse, or of disguising a horse with 
intent to conceal his identity, or being 
in any way concerned in such a trans- 
action, shall be expelled. 

Rule 31. Any horse that shall have 
been painted or disguised, to represent 
another horse or different horse or shall 
have been entered in a class in which he 
does not belong, shall forfeit the en- 
trance money and the guilty party and 
horse shall be fined, suspended or ex- 


pelled.
